Senators battle over new Social Security loophole

WASHINGTON — A loophole that was 
created in last year’s budget deal leaves the 
S2O0 billion Social Security trust fund 
vulnerable to being raided, Sen. Pete 
Domenici, R-N.M., said Monday. 

However, some Senate Democrats say 
the loophole, which they don't deny putting 
into the budget, is instead aimed at making 
it easier to cut the Social Security payroll 
tax, which most Americans pay. Sen. 
Daniel Moynihnn, D-N.Y., has introduced 


legislation to cut the Social Security tax 
from 6.2 percent to 5.2 percent ‘by 1996. ■ 

With Social Security as one of the most 
sensitive of political issues as the 1992 
election year ppproaches,‘thc trust, fund 
issue has developed into a nnsty'fight 
between Republican and Democratic 
members Of the Senate Budget Committee, 
which could erupt onto the Senate floor 
next week when the fiscal 1992 budget is 
likely to be considered. 

Domenici, . the highest-ranking 
Republican on the . Senate Budget 


Committee, is introducing legislation to 
rebuild the "firewall” that is supposed to 
protect the Social. Security trust, fund’s 
revenue calculations from being tampered 
with during debate on the budget unless a 
“super-majority" of 60 senators agrees. 

Domenici said last year's budget deal 
was supposed to protect the fund, but the 
"super-majority” provision was token away 
at the last minute. 

“It was always agreed there Would be a 
60-vote 'firewall,’” said William Hoagland; 
the Senate Budget Committee minority 


staff director. "There was no reason to 
suspect they were changing the rules at the 
lost minute." 

However, Jamos Pratt, a spokesman for 
Senate Budget Committee Chairman James 
Sasser, D-Tenn., said: “Sen. Domenici 's 
staff was well aware of (the change). 

“It will allow Sen. Moynihnn the option 
of bringing his tax cut to the floor without 
(the 60-vote margin).” ♦

Americans’ 
health gap 
widening

WASHINGTON — The gap 
between the health of minority and 
white ‘Americans persists, the 
nation’s top health official reported 

... Monday. 

A new compilation of health 
statistics shows that blacks.- 
. American Indians and Puerto 
Ricans generally have lower levels 
of health and health care -than 
whites, Cubans and Asians. 

“We arc committed to expanding 
health-care access,” Health and 
Human Services Secretary Louis 
Sullivan told reporters as he 
released the report. But he said that 
in recommending changes to the 
current system, “we peed- to take all 
the time we need to get it right.” 
Sullivan said the Bush 
administration has proposed several 
initiatives, including extending 
prenatal care to pregnant women 
and providing immunizations to 

— more young-children. — : 

“But the government can only do 
-so much.” he said. “As a nation, we 
often pay for a failure of personal 
responsibility — when a pregnant 
woman drinks alcohol or takes, 
crack cocaine and the baby is bom 
with serious health problems, or 
* when tobacco use kills more than 
” 430,000 Americans each year.” 

Better dontrol of diet, prenatal 
care and exercise, and prevention of 
tobaccd use, alcohol and drug abuse 
as well as widespread use of scat 
belts could prevent up to 70 percent ‘ 
of all premature deaths, Sullivan 
said. 

But as he was speaking, more 
than 100 members of u Chicago- 
based community action group 
called National People’s Action got 
past security guards and staged a 
protest in the department’s 
headquarters building.

Despite Kurds’ suffering, 
U.S. can ’ t -resume fighting

There was a hidden human cost of 
Operation Desert Storm, and the Kurds 

• arc paying itr 

Saddam Hussein is using what's left 
of his armed forces to crush the 3 mil- 
lion Kurds who live within Iraq’s bor- 
ders. Many of them arc fleeing to 
Turkey and Iran, pursued' by Saddam’s 
helicopter gunships. 

The United States has reacted by air- 
dropping supplies to Kurds stranded in 
the mountains of-northem lraq_and by- 
pressuring Turkey and Iran to tem- 
porarily shelter .Kurdish refugees with- 
in their territory. 

The Kurds, and some people in 
America, would like the Bush adminis- 
tration to do more - to settle the Kur- 
dish question at the point of a gun. 

Unfortunately for the Kurds, the 
■ presidents doing all he can. 

The Kurds, part of a -10 million- 
strong community of non-Arab Mus- 
lims that is spread across four Middle 
East nations and the Soviet Union, put 
Op a spirited battle in the brief, violent 
civil war that followed Iraq’s defeat in 
the Gulf War. They seized the oil ccn- 
fer-of Kirkuk and most of the tradition- 
al Kurdish areas of northern Iraq. 

They were fighting for a national 
homeland, something Kurds have been 
seeking since the Western allies carved 
up the Ottomon Empire in the wake of 
World War 1 and froze the Kurds out: 

But they- were overmatched by Sad- 
dam’s .superior firepower and manpow- 
er and now appear to be in the process 
of being systematically annihilated or 

driven from the country.- — * • 

/The United States has the military 
force at hand to rescue the Kurds, but it * 
lacks both the international mandate 
and the domestic support to mount 
such an operation. 

To save the Kurds would demand a 
full-scale resumption of the war against . 
Saddam, including massive aerial bom- 
bardment and introduction of ground 
forces inUTan area 400 miles north of 


the current cease-fire line. It would re- 
quire overstepping the bounds, of the 
United ' Nations * resolutions under 
which the U.S. and its allies conducted 
the war against Iraq, and it would 
have taj>c done over the objections of 
Iraq’s Arab’s neighbors,' Turkey, Iran 
and the Soviet Union. 

More importantly, such a rescue op- 
eration would have no support at home. 
-Americans overwhelmingly supported 
-Opcratiou-Dcscrt.Storm_bccauscJt.had, 
clearly defined, and limited, objectives. 
Most Americans are of the opinion that 
we’ve had our war; the Kurdish rebel- 
lion just isn’t our fight. 

Making it so would underscore the" 
reservations many Americans had 
about the country’s military, involve- 
ment in the Middle East in the first 
place: an open-ended, vague commit- ., 
ment to goals that pre neither clear, 
well-understood nor widely supported. 

In. hindsight, there are things thc- 
United States could have done at the 
end of the Gulf War to ease the Kurds' 
lot - and bring down Saddam Hussein. 
We could have conducted military op- 
erations for a few more days to destroy 
the twp remaining Republican. Guard 
divisions in southern Iraq, or forbidden 
Iraq to fly its helicopters as a condition 
of the cease-fire. 

But regardless of wbat the United 
Slates did, it could not have solved the 
Kurds’ fundamental dilemma: They 
live in an oil-rich homeland that has 
been occupied and fought, over for cen- 
turies by powerful ncighbprs, none of 
whom wants to see a nation-state of the . 
expansion-minded descendants of Sal- 
adin created in their midst. 

We owe the Kurds all the material 
support we can give them. But we .owe 
ourselves something more. • w 

We learned a generation ago in Viet- 
nam where the road paved with good 
intentions leads.

No one has ever won thc Masters three 
times in a row. 

Faldo has two. • 

No one has ever won the grand slom of 
golf. 

Faldo has dreams. 

Not since thc glory days of Jack Nick- 
laus has one mao So dominated thc pre- 
toumament talk. 

Through it all, die tall Englishman with 


thc elegant swing and steadiest of games 
remains a calm craftsman going about his 
business. 

“I don’t think of it os a third Masters,” 
Faldo said. “Hm '.trying to approach it as a 
major, any major." 

Besides, Faldo said, he has set himself 
a much mote' difficult target than a mere 
thipl consecutive Masters.

And no 
one; has done it since Peter Thompson 
won the British Open from 1954-56. 

It is .a measure of Faldo’s present 
stature in thc game — and thc level of his 
confidence — thnt he has his sites set on 
more than just a third straight Masters..

The Legislature is scheduled to ad- 
journ the regular 1991 session on 
Saturday, reluming April 24 for n 
wrapup session of a week or less. 


“The Senate is kind of late getting 
this legislation to us,” said Rep. -John 
Solbach, D-Lawrcncc, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee, “if 
there would be no harm in letting it 
lie over until next year, that might be 
the prudent thing to do, given the 
lateness of the hour in this session.” 

" However, Solbach said he wanted 
to discuss the legislation with its 
prime sponsor. Sen. Wint Winter, R- 
Lawrcncc, chairman of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, before deciding 
whether to try to nin the bill in the 
House yet this month. 


Winter carried the bill on the Sen- 
ate floor. He spent about 10 minutes 
explaining how it would force the 
NCAA to grant such rights os con- 
fronting accusers, equal protection 
under the law and public hearings, 
and why he thought it was necessary. 

He also noted the bill would apply 
to the NCAA in all states, because it 
has its headquarters, in Overland 
Park, Kan., and that violations could' 
result in fines and the NCAA having 
its tax-exempt . status revoked in 
Kansas.

Pelicans nourished back to health 


A record number of endangered 
California brown pelicans have 
been rehabilitated at Sea World 
this year after powerful summer 
storms forced the birds hundreds 
of miles off their migration routes 
into the Arizona desert. 

More than 165 brown pelicans 

hove been brought “to ' the; San 

Diego zoological park since Jan- 
uary suffering from a variety of 
ills from dehydration, malnourish- 
ment and lice infestation to in- 
- juries suffered from run-ins with 
floating trash nnd debris. 

Of that total, 40 brown pelicans 
were blown into the Arizona 
desert after becoming caught in 
updrafts from seasonal monsoon 
storms. 

The birds made an annual mi- 
gration to the California coast 
from their rookeries in the Gulf of 
California after fledging. 

“We sec a certain number of , 
these juvenile birds every year, j 
but this is extraordinary," said Sea * 
World Curator of Birds Frank i 
Twohy. 

"The monsoon season in the t 
Sonoran Desert coincides with c 
their migration; but for reasons t, 
unknown, this is a banner year for ti

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. —
